T ODAY marks 200 days 
to the start of London 
2012. The 9 January 
milestone begins the final 
countdown to the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Both events will transform 
London - with an estimated 
eight million people visiting 
the capital - and have a major 
impact on Hackney, a key 
2012 host borough. 

From the evening of 27 July, 
when 100,000 people are set 
to attend the Olympic opening 
ceremony, to 9 September, 
when the Paralympics comes to

a close, some 20,000 journalists 
will be based at media centres in 
Hackney Wick, broadcasting 
the Games to nearly four billion 
viewers worldwide. 

Thousands of spectators will 
also be in London to join in the 
party atmosphere - which 
begins on 23 and 24 June with 
the BBC Radio 1 Hackney 
Weekend 2012. 

This will see more than 100 
top acts and 100,000 spectators 
flock to Hackney Marshes for 
the biggest live concert the BBC 
has ever staged. Between then, 
and the arrival of the Olympic 


flame in the borough on 21 July, 
dozens of celebratory events are 
set to take place in Hackney. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “The Games will be a 
unique opportunity to showcase 
Hackney to the world. 

“Whilst stunning venues 
and beautiful parkland will 
transform this part of East 
London, it’s always been the 
Council’s priority to secure a 
lasting economic and social 
legacy for residents. 

“We will use the next 200 
days to continue our work 
toward these aims.” 


Lord Coe, Chair of the 
London Organising Committee 
of the Olympic Games and 
Paralympic Games, added: “This 
is the largest project delivered in 
the UK in peace-time, and we’re 
going to show the world what 
we, as a nation, and London as a 
city, can deliver.”

T HE first new public 
library to be built 
in Hackney for 
over 20 years is 
set to open its doors on 
23 January. 

The Dalston CLR James 
Library will be one of the 
largest public libraries in 
the UK, and twice the size 
of the one that it replaces. 

The new state-of-the-art 
facility is spread over 
three floors, covering 
2,964sqm, and features 
separate adult and 
children’s sections, a teen 
zone and a quick picks area 
- where users can take out 
books using the latest self 
service technology. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture said: “The Council 


is committed to ensuring 
that we continue to 
improve our libraries for 
the benefit of all residents 
in Hackney. 

“We want this brand 
new library to become 
a community hub, 
somewhere all residents 
can make use of whether 
it’s for books, study 
space, the free use of 
computers or to hold 
meetings and events.” 

With over 32,000 items 
in the library there will be 
something for everyone, 
including 17,000 books 


for adults and 9,500 for 
younger people, 1,600 
CDs and DVDs, over 
200 talking books, study 
materials, and online 
reference sources. 

Dalston CLR James will 
also include 20 dedicated 
study spaces, two meeting 
rooms and a cafe - as well 
as use of 57 computers 
and free wi-fi throughout 
the building. 

Hackney Archives 
is in the process of 
moving its collections - 
including over 20,000 
historic photographs,

Stark warning for illegal traders 


ROGUE traders selling counterfeit goods in Hackney have 
had their illegal profits confiscated and ploughed back into 
services for the community. 

The Council’s trading standards team has been working with 
the police to crack down on dodgy dealers. 

Under the Proceeds of Crime Act, any money made from 
illegal trading can be seized by the authorities. This could be 
confiscated directly from bank accounts or through the sale 
of assets including property. 

Over the past year, the Council has recouped large sums of 
money under the law. The biggest case involved an order for 
£1 .1 million against a seller of fake clothes. A £1 3,000 order 
was also made against a counterfeit DVD seller on e-Bay, 
and £40,000 against a seller of counterfeit designer goods at 
Ridley Road Market. 

All the money seized is 
fed back into providing 
Council sen/ices. Cllr Feryal 
Demirci, Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “Those 
who carry out crime for 
economic advantage will pay 
for it, and these cases act as a 
warning to others tempted to 
break the law in our borough.”

New tree for Jubilee 


SIR David Attenborough 
presented the Speaker of 
Hackney and the Council’s 
tree expert, Rupert 
Bentley-Walls, with a 
tree to mark the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee later 
this year. 

Councils across London 
were given Native Black 
Poplar sapling trees, 
now rare in England, to 
be planted in prominent 
places in each borough. 

Hackney’s sapling will 


be planted on the Marshes 
along the River Lea, and 
the tree should be in a 
healthy stage of growth 
by the time of Jubilee 
celebrations in June. 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
Cllr Susan Fajana-Thomas, 
said: “It was an honour 
to meet Sir David. I think 
it’s a fantastic idea to 
plant a commemorative 
tree so that we will have a 
permanent reminder of this 
very special occasion. ” 


Lord Carlile, who first 
received news of his CBE in 
November, said: “I never 
looked to get anything like 
this, so to receive it makes 
it all the more welcome. I 
told my wife when I first 
received the news, and the 
rest of the family a day 
before it was announced. 
My 97-year-old mother 
was delighted. For 10 years 
I strove to strike a balance 
between national security 
and civil liberties. I hope I 
gave sound advice.”

All three disciplines for men and women - artistic, trampoline 
and rhythmic - will be on display, and tickets range from 
£1 0-20, and £5-1 0 for youths and seniors. 

The diving event at the Aquatics Centre in the Olympic 
Park from 20 to 26 February will be the last opportunity to 
qualify for individual and 
synchronised diving, and 
gives spectators to chance 
to watch Britain’s best 
divers compete against an 
international field. Full price

cornicing, fireplaces and a 
stunning skylight have been 
returned to their original 
condition, and now sit 
alongside modern facilities 
and equipment. The five 
function rooms can be hired 
out to community, business 
and educational groups - as 
well as for private parties 
and wedding receptions. 

The cafe, which is 
managed by Company of 
Cooks, aims to create a 
relaxed atmosphere where 
people can drop in and 
enjoy food and drink in 
the company of friends, 
family and neighbours. 

Park users of all ages 
can also get active in 
a new children’s play 
area, which boasts 
a park for skaters 
and BMX bikers, a 


multi-use games area for 
basketball and five-a-side 
football, and an outdoor 
table tennis table. Other 
improvements include 
new and expanded animal 
enclosures, a renovated 
pavilion, a new outdoor 
classroom and clear signage 
throughout the park.

The Grade II * listed 
mansion, originally built as 
a private residence in the 
1 8th century, opened its 
doors on 3 January. After 
1 8 months of painstaking 
work, the house now 
boasts a new cafe, terrace 
overlooking landscaped 
grounds and refurbished 
function rooms. 

Period features, such as

The restoration project 
was jointly funded by 
Hackney Council and the 
Heritage and Big Lottery 
funds. The Council also 
worked with Clissold 
Park User Group (CPUG) 
members to make sure 
the new facilities met 
everyone’s needs. Its chair, 
Caroline Millar, said: “It 
is a real pleasure to see this 
beautiful house come back 
into public use. People have 
campaigned for decades to 
save the house and to help 
secure the funding for its 


restoration and we are really 
proud of what has been 
achieved. The user groups’ 
vision has always been for 
the house to become the 
heart of the park, providing 
a hub for everything that 
happens here and we 
are looking forward to 


continuing to play a key role 
in its future.” 

Indeed, one of the reasons 
behind Clissold House’s 
popularity is its intriguing 
history - which includes 
stories of a curate’s illicit 
love for an heiress, and a 
bankrupt landowner forced 



Clissold House: A timeline of events 


1811 : William Crawshay buys the 
house and estate and it becomes 
known as Crawshay’s Farm. 

William refuses permission for his 
daughter Eliza to marry Augustus 
Clissold, the curate at St Mary’s 
Church, next to the park 
1834 : William Crawshay dies 
and Eliza inherits the house. She 
marries Augustus Clissold, who 
subsequently changes the name of 
the house 

1882 : Clissold dies and the house 
and estate are passed back to the 
Crawshays in Wales - but they rarely 
visit the property 

1886 : The land is advertised and sold 
to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 


1790 - 1793 : Banker 
Jonathan Hoare 
leases land next to 
St Mary’s Church 
and builds 


a mansion, 
known as 
Paradise House 


1799 - 1811 : 

Paradise House 
is acquired 
by Thomas 
Gudgeon - 
after Jonathan 
becomes 
bankrupt and is 
forced to sell the 
estate’s milk door-to- 
door in Stoke Newington 


to sell the estate’s milk 
on the streets of 
Stoke Newington. 

This rich history has been 
captured on interpretation 
panels inside the cafe, 
and will be brought alive 
through free tours of the 
mansion that will run 
throughout January 
and February.

IICHAEL 
Watson is 
laughing. 

I With thick 
belly laughs and full- 
sized chuckles, he jokes 
and feigns punches with 
members at Hackney 
charity Headway East 
London. Those distressing 
live TV images from 21 
September 1991 at White 
Hart Lane seem like a 
lifetime away. 

Three minutes from being 
crowned middleweight 
boxing champion of 
the world, the Stoke 
Newington-born fighter 
had confidently out-boxed 
and knocked down Chris 
Eubank in a rematch for the 
WBO title. 

But on the verge of defeat, 
pantomime villain Eubank 
got up from the canvas 
to muster an uppercut so 
vicious that Michael’s head 
flew back to hit the top 
rope. The referee stopped 
the fight soon after and 
Michael collapsed. He spent 
the next 40 days in a coma, 
with no senses for eight 
months. The subsequent 
years turned into the 
greatest fight of his life. 

“The doctors said I’d 
never be the same. That 
my life would change, but I 


defeated the odds,” declares 
Michael defiantly. 

He got his first taste of 
boxing at Hoxton youth 
club the Crown and Manor 
- a decision, he reveals, first 
rooted by being bullied. 
Though he narrowly 
missed out on competing 
at the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympics, five years later 
he knocked out Nigel Benn 
to win the Commonwealth 
middleweight belt, to 
become a vital component 
of the golden generation of 
UK middleweight boxers. 

“I’d fully enjoyed 
boxing, almost everything 
that I wanted to happen, 
happened. But then 
suddenly I was a man to a 
boy again. It was all over,” 
he reflects. 

Doctors thought he would 
never be able to speak or 
walk again after the Eubank 
bout, but they were wrong. 
Michael spent eight years in 
a wheelchair and in addition 
to his medical rehabilitation 
training, started attending 
sessions at brain injury 
charity Headway East 
London. He still drops 
in to meet the staff and 
members. “They gave me 
encouragement at the time. 
Now I try to give something 
back,” he says.

In 2003, he successfully 
completed the London 
Marathon in six days, with 
stopover breaks. Eubank 
was there to congratulate 
him at the finishing line. 
Michael says: “All the 
supporters made it fantastic 
- they gave me the drive to 
keep going.” 

As for feelings about 
Eubank, he ‘bears no 
grudges’ against the fighter. 
Instead he saves his ire for 
the British Boxing Board 
of Control, which the 
High Court of Justice 
ruled against for failing 
in their duty of care. 

A series of blunders, 
including having no 
paramedics on site, 
meant Michael was 
not on the operating 
table until two 
hours after the 
fight. Rules 
have now been 
tightened to 
prevent a similar 
incident. “If I save 
another boxer’s life, 
my journey hasn’t 
been wasted,” he says. 

In 2003, he was awarded 
an MBE for services to 
disability sport and on 22 
September 2011, almost 
exactly 20 years to the day 
of the Eubank fight, the 
WBO bestowed on him the 
‘People’s Champion’ belt. 

Now his next challenge is 
to light the Olympic flame 
at the 2012 Games. He 
says: “I think I’ve qualified 
to light the torch. A lot of 
people think I’m still in a 
wheelchair, so I believe it 
would be inspirational. 
Doctors said I’d be bed 
bound, I’d be a cabbage. 
Well I make a fine cabbage 
don’t I? Lighting that flame 
would be my biggest dream. 
Let’s make it happen.”

The people’s kitchen 


ESIDENTS who 
feel they have 
overindulged 
during the festive 
period can develop a 
different attitude towards 
food - with help from the 
People’s Kitchen. 

Every Sunday over the 
past year, people have 
gathered in Dalston to 
connect with each other 
while producing affordable 
meals. The aim is to 
strengthen community spirit 
by working with local food 
producers, suppliers and 
growers to use surplus food 
to feed people. 


Local shops donate food 
that would otherwise end up 
in landfill sites, while other 
ingredients are foraged from 
Hackney. Meals are served 
on a ‘pay as you want’ basis, 
with the proceeds invested 
back into the kitchen. 

Cooking meals with 
surplus food highlights 
the topical issue of waste 
- estimates put the level of 
food waste in the UK at 
20million tonnes. 

The Mayor of London’s 
funding scheme recently 
awarded the People’s 
Kitchen a £1,000 cash 
injection, which will go 


towards a street party 
on Mare Street with the 
aim of improving 
community cohesion. 

Five other green focused 
community initiatives in 
Hackney also received 
funding including: 

• Cordwainers’ Garden 
Association - a club for 
the over 50s 

• Reduce the Pressure 
- runs educational 
programmes for young 
people 

• London Fields User 
Group - helps the 
Council look after one of 
Hackney’s most popular 


green spaces 

• Friends of Homerton 
Station - volunteers plant 
wildflower meadows 

• Star Ward - funding a 
green non-smoking area

Worming its way to the top 



A n innovative 

way of putting 
your food waste 
to good use is to 
turn it into compost in 
a wormery. 

The Council provides 
heavily discounted 
compost bins and 
wormeries to help 
residents get started. 

To ensure worms survive 
the cold winter months, 
follow these simple tips: 

• Move the wormery to a 
shed or anywhere under 
cover, to help protect it 
from the wind, frost 
and rain 


• Place a moisture mat 
on top of the wormery, 
like a small pile of old 
newspaper or bubble 
wrap, to keep the worms 
dry, warm and active 


• Keep an eye on the 
wormery sump and 
empty it to reduce the 
risk of drowning worms. 
Soso, 31, from 
Homerton said: “I was 
so pleased that I covered 
the wormery with bubble 
wrap and placed it under a 
small tree as it snowed at 
the start of last year. When 
the snow melted I checked 
on the worms and they 
seemed to be sleeping on 
the rich compost.” 

The Council provides a 
choice of compost bins 
and wormeries at up to 
70 per cent off the original 
retail price.

Youthful entrepreneurs praised 

THREE secondary schools are set to receive funding for 
projects aimed at repairing the damage done to Hackney 
communities after last August’s riots. 

Young entrepreneurs from Stoke Newington School, Cardinal 
Pole Sixth Form, and Clapton Girls’ Academy will get up 
to £500 each from charity, Envision, to reverse negative 
perceptions of young people in Hackney. 

The Stoke Newington team plan to develop allotment-style 
green spaces; while sixth formers at Cardinal Pole hope 
to make a website based on the game Monopoly to raise 
awareness of poverty; and Clapton Girls’ are planning mural 
painting sessions in schools. 

Over the last three 
months the teams 
received mentoring 
as part of programme 
‘Pitch4Change’ and 
presented their plans 
to a panel of 
business people to 
win the funding. 

Schools in CitySafe campaign 

STUDENTS have been commended for improving their 
community by introducing a Neighbourhood Watch-style 
scheme for businesses. 

The Our Lady’s Convent School pupils linked up with Clapton 
shopkeepers to get them to join the London-wide CitySafe 
campaign. The initiative sees businesses report crime and 
antisocial behaviour to police and offer their premises as a 
haven to those in immediate danger. 

Pupils also worked towards raising awareness of the Living 
Wage drive and to improving facilities on bus routes. The 
students’ work saw them beat more than 1 00 other London 

schools to win 
the school of the 
year award on 7 
December, from 
social action charity 
London Citizens, 
which runs the 
CitySafe campaign.

Experimental psychologist, Bruce, enlisted 
Iona from the audience to help demonstrate illusion by 
appearing in an Ames Room, which looks normal but is 
actually distorted - with one corner bigger and further 
away than the other. This leads to the effect of one 
person looking larger than the other when standing on 
opposing corners of the room. 

Professor Hood said: “The best way to understand 
science is to see it working and this is the idea behind 
the Christmas Lectures, why they work so well and why 
they have been enjoyed by so many over generations.” 
The lectures, which were started by Michael Faraday 
in 1 825, and first broadcast on the BBC in 1 966, are 
filmed in front of young people from across the country 
at The Royal Institution in Westminster.

H uguenots 

were French 
Protestants who 
suffered severe 
persecution in their own 
predominantly Catholic 
country during the 
16 th century. 

Thousands were 
massacred on St 
Bartholomew’s Day 
in 1572, and many 
subsequently escaped 
to England. In the 17th 
century around 50,000 
Protestants fled here - the 
largest migration to this 
country relative to the 
population of the time - 
and introduced the word 
‘refugee’ to the language. 

Many had been 
physically and mentally 
broken by the long years 
of terror and ended 
up living in terrible 
conditions. In 1708, 
Jacques de Gastingy, 
master of William Ill’s 
Buckhounds, witnessed the 
plight of fellow refugees 
in the old Pest House, a 


former plague hospital 
in Cripplegate, and left 
£1,000 in his will for 
their benefit. 

The money was 
used to found 
the first French 
Hospital in 
Finsbury in 1718, 
near the junction 
of Old Street and 
City Road on what 
is today the site of 
St Luke’s Primary 
School, in Bath Street. 

In the 18 th century 
it was a green lane 
through orchards and 
market gardens. 

The hospital was a 
plain building set around 
two quadrangles, with 
east and west wings to 
accommodate male and 
female inmates separately. 
There was also a chapel, 
‘petites maisons’ for 
mentally ill patients, a 
large kitchen, garden, 
outhouses, and facilities 
for brewing. 

The hospital became 


known as ‘La Providence’ 
and by 1723 had 125 
residents. The number 
stood at between 220 
and 230 for the rest of 
the century. 

By the 1800s, La 
Providence was in decline, 
with annual expenditure 
exceeding income - 
resulting in the number 
of inmates having to be 
drastically reduced. The 
situation was so bad that 
part of the hospital was 


demolished and sold off 
for building materials, and 
leases granted for shops 
and houses so the last 
vestiges of its former 
rural surroundings 
were lost. The area 
became the haunt 
of criminals, with 
gin and beer shops 
accessible 
to inmates. 

Hospital directors 
decided they needed 
to find ‘a more suitable 
building in a healthy and 
more agreeable locality’, 
and in 1862 decided upon 
Victoria Park, which was 
near to the Spitalfields 
weaving districts which 
many inmates were 
drawn from. 

‘A conspicuous object’ 
was desired in the new 
hospital and the directors 
certainly got it, with 
architect Robert Louis 
Romieu designing what 
he described as ‘a French 
chateau of the age 
of Francis I’. 


The new hospital opened 
in 1865, accommodating 
40 women and 20 men, 
along with a steward 
and his wife, nurses and 
servants. There was 
a chapel, library, and 
spacious day rooms. 
Inmates were required 
to take an active role in 
their community and 
‘help towards the 
general economy’ of 
La Providence. 

The financial situation 
improved, and life at La 
Providence ran smoothly 
until the outbreak of the 
Second World War in 
1939, when inmates were 
moved to Horsham in 
Sussex for safety. 


The site proved to be too 
remote for elderly people, 
so instead La Providence 
moved to Rochester, Kent, 
where it was redesigned 
along modern lines. It still 
exists today, providing 
sheltered, self-contained 
accommodation for those 
who can prove descent 
from Huguenot ancestors. 

In 1949, St Victoire’s 
Convent School moved 
into the former hospital 
building in Victoria Park, 
where it remained until 
its closure in the 1970s. 
The site was then taken 
over by Cardinal Pole 
Catholic School, which 
still uses the old hospital 
building today.
